Be not th e first to try th e new, nor y et th e last to lay th e 
oM aside, brings to m ind th e ventures of m unicip alities in th e 
field of councii-m anager governm ent. 


Seven Missouri m unicip alities are now op erating under th is 
form of governm ent, Ex celsior Sp rings 
first 
in 
19 22; oth ers, 
B iookiieid, K ansas City , Lebanon, Moberly , Neosh o and Nevada. 
Colum bia and University City are among th ose now p utting 
w h eels in motion to join th e oth er 67 1 cities in th e United 
States op erating under th e councii-m anager sy stem. 
Six ty -five 
cities voted to adop t th e p lan in 19 46. 


Sedalians h ave been indulging in discussions of th e sy stem 
about wh ich m ore p eop le sh ould be informed. 
Coming to h and 
th is week in a bulletin issued by th e G overnm ental Research In ­ 


stitute of St. Louis telling about th e duties and resp onsibilities of 


th e city council and city m anager in connection w ith th e p ro­ 
p osal th at is now before U niversity City . 


‘ U nder th e term s of th e councii-m anager form, all p owers 
of th e m unicip al corp oration are vested in th e City Council wh ose 
m em bers are elected by th e voters of th e city . 
Th e Council is 
th e legislative and p olicy -determ ining body . 
It enacts ordin­ 
ances, adop ts th e annual budget, and fix es tax rates. 
It also ap ­ 
p oints th e city m anager and h olds h im resp onsible for th e e x ­ 
ecution of th e laws and ordinances and th e adm inistration of all 
city dep artm ents. 


‘‘Th e city m anager is th e ch ief ex ecutive or adm inistrative 
officer. 
He serves as director of one or more dep artm ents and 
ap p oints th e directors of oth er dep ai tments. 
He ap p oints m inor 
emp loy ees subject to th e m erit sy stem. 
He sup ervises and co­ 
ordinates th e w ork of all adm inistrative agencies. He p rep ares 


an annual budget and subm its it to th e council, wh ich m ay 
revise it in any way . 
He also keep s th e council advised of 
th e financial condition of th e city and m akes such recom m enda­ 
tions to th e council as h e considers advisable. 


“In all resp ects, th e city m anager is fully resp onsible to th e 
council. It is h is job to carry out th e p olicies as determ ined by th e 


council, and h e h as no veto over its p olicies. 
If h e does not 
p erform h is job effectively , th e council m ay rem ove h im at any 
time, after giving h im a statem ent of th e reasons for h is rem oval 


and an op p ortunity for a p ublic h earing. 


“Th us, councii-m anager governm ent is fully resp onsible to 
th e voters of th e city . 
Th e voters elect th e m em bers of th e 
council and h old th em resp onsible for th e adop tion of sound p oli­ 
cies and th e ap p ointm ent of an able city m anager. 
If th e council- 
m en do not fulfill th ese duties satisfactorily , th e voters can re ­ 
move th em eith er at th e end of th eir term s or before th at 
tim e th rough th e ‘recall’ p rocedure p rovided by th e ch arter. 


“Th e councii-m anager form of m unicip al governm ent is of­ 
ten com p ared to th e corp orate form used successfully In p rivate 
business. 
Th e stockh olders of a corp oration elect a board of 
directors w h ich determ ines p olicies and ap p oints a m anager. 
Th e 
board of directors h olds th e m anager resp onsible for directing 
th e business affairs of th e corp oration. 
Th e m anager is retained 
as long as h e p roduces satisfactory results, but if h e does not 
p roduce such results th e board disch arges h im and ap p oints 
a new m anager. 


“ A form of organization com p arable to 
councii-m anager 
governm ent is also found in th e ty p ical sch ool district. 
Th e 
voters of th e district elect th e m em bers of th e sch ool board 
w h ich form ulates p olicies and ap p oints a sup erintendent. 
In 
a good sch ool sy stem, th e sup erintendent is not ch osen on th e 
basis of h is p arty affiliation or h is ability to conduct a successful 
p olitical cam p aign, but ra th e r on th e basis of h is ability to direct 
or m anage th e sch ool sy stem. 
He is a p rofessional m an with a 
know ledge of th e p roblem s of sch ools and th e best m eth ods 
of m eeting th ese p roblems. 


“In like m anner, un der th e p rovisions of th e p rop osed ch ar­ 
ter, th e councilm en elected by th e voters are required to ch oose 
a city m anager on th e basis of h is ‘ex ecutive and adm inistra­ 
tive qualifications w ith sp ecial reference to h is actual ex p erience 
in, or h is know ledge of, accep ted p ractice in th e duties of h is 
office.’ It is th e clear intent of th e ch arter th at th e city m anager 
be ap p ointed on th e basis of h is ability to do th e job and th at 
h is continuance in office be dep endent 
up on

An autopsy report submitted to 
the a r m y inspector general showed 
was stricken with acute 
and intestinal inflamma- 
days after sailing on the 
Willard Holbrook w’ith 
his mother. 
The infant was treated at Wies­ 
baden military hospital and then 
was transferred to Frankfurt hos­ 
pital, where death occurred an 
hour after his arrival last Satur­ 
day. 
Mrs. W arren told newsmen that 
“if my baby had been given pro­ 
per medical attention aboard the 
ship, he w’ould be alive today.” 
“It was just plain negligence,” 
Lt. W arren added. 
Ml’S. Warren sai( 
most of the 
chddren aboard the transport had 
dkirrhea and that the passengers, 
all dependents 
of 
soldiers, W’ere 
crowded more than 30 to a room. 
When 
the baby became sick, 
she said, she took him to the ship 
dispensary, only to be told it was 
“after visiting hours.” Meeting a 
d-.ctor who was passing by, .she 
pleaded with him to look at the 
baby. 
When the doctor said “ it’s after 
hour- and. be.»<ides. I've got to eat 
fir.ct.” 
Mrs 
W arren broke into 
tear-i and the doctor finally con- 
sentenced to look at the baby, she 
related. 
Mrs. Warren said the doctor did 
not take the child’s temperature,

Tighter Controls Necessary 
Dr. Robert P. Fischelis, secretary 
of the American Pharmaceutical 
Association, and m any other au ­ 
thorities agree that tighter con­ 
trols are necessary, although Dr. 
Fischelis emphasizes “these drugs 
are of great value when used ac­ 
cording to medical advice.” 
The U. S. Census Bureau re ­ 
ports about 500 deaths are attri­ 
butable to barbiturates each year. 
These deaths are due to overdoses, 
taken either with suicidal intent 
or by accident. 
The American Medical Associa­ 
tion began an investigation of b a r­ 
biturate used in 1928. One of its 
refiorts says imi-ropei* use “is a re­ 
cognized causative factor in many 
motor accidents and x x x a re­ 
cognized etiologi(‘ (s(‘ientific) fac­ 
tor in some ciiminal assaults.” 
The staffs of Cornell University 
Medical College and the New York 
hospital met recently to discuss the 
problem. 
One authority said sta­ 
tistics of the New York City Med­ 
ical E xam iner’s office show that 
“next to carbon i lonoxide the b a r­ 
biturates are the most frequent 
sources of poisoning, both suicidal 
and accidental,” in that city. 
Discussing these deaths, and the 
suggestion lor stronger state laws, 
Dr. Robert P. Berwick, medicinal 
director of the division of drug 
control of the U. S. Food and Drug 
Administration, says:
